REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the vectors 
encompassed by the instant claims are not taught or suggested by the prior art, as the prior art 
does not teach or suggest the chimeric rat/human proteins (Her-2/pl85 neu) encoded by the 
vectors. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance." 

Election/Restrictions 

Group II (i.e. the invention as recited in claim 14 directed to SEQ ID NO: 2) has been 
found allowable. The restriction requirement between Groups II, XII, XIII, XIV and XV, as set 
forth in the Office action mailed on 3/17/2009, has been reconsidered in view of the allowability 
of claims to the elected invention and in light of the high sequence homology between SEQ ID 
NOs 2, 12, 13 and 14 (95- 99%). Thus, claim 14 has been examined in its entirety, and claim 23 
has been rejoined and also examined. 

In view of the above noted withdrawal of the restriction requirement, applicant is advised 
that if any claim presented in a continuation or divisional application is anticipated by, or 
includes all the limitations of, a claim that is allowable in the present application, such claim may 
be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting rejections over the 
claims of the instant application.
